Camp Upton, L. I.—The knowledge 
gained during the war In connection 
with the training and instruction of 
illiterate aud non-English speakers is 
to be turned to account in the recruit­ 
ing of a peace-time army. 
By direction of the w ar departm ent 
there is being established here the 
first “recruit educational center,” for 
which 50 barracks and other build­ 
ings have been set aside, and it will 
be conducted on the lines followed by 
Maj. Ralph Hall Ferris when he made 
such a success of development bat­ 
talion No. 6, which went out of being 
when 
the 
arm istice 
was 
signed. 
Major 
Ferris 
is retiring as 
camp 
morale officer to become commander 
of tile center, which is the outgrowth 
of Iii s own plan. 
Brigadier General Nicholson, camp 
commander, 
received 
within a few 
days the order to establish the center, 
and recruiting bus begun throughout 
the eastern and northeastern depart­ 
ments of the army. 
Will Be Taught English. 
An Illiterate or non-English-speak­ 
ing recruit who enlists under the new 
plan will he taught to speak English, 
will receive thorough American train­ 
ing from officers bom here, and will 
in 
addition 
get 
citizenship 
papers 
when his enlistm ent term of three 
years has expired. 
Under the draft act 24.9 per cent of 
the men enlisted, or practically one- 
Qnarter of them, were unable to read 
a newspaper or write a letter home. 
There were 1,500 such men sent here 
ami they were put in Major Ferris’ 
development battalion.

teaching of English that have been 
obtained in development battalion No. 
6, Camp Upton.” 
On August 21, 1918. the Sixth devel­ 
opment unit was organized and 
all 
rookies who were illiterate or did not 
speak English, except a few who had 
physical defects, were transferred to 
it. 
The teachers selected were pri­ 
v ates or noncommissioned officers who 
held university degrees or who were 
teachers in civil life. 
Race was riot 
considered iii the choosing of officers. 
It was soon proven that squads and 
platoons composed of different nation­ 
alities recent <1 their military instruc­ 
tion as easily as if racial groups had 
been organized for the purpose. 
Only 
English was p erm itted to be spoken 
in tin* m ess halls, m ilitary formations 
and general gatherings of the men. 
Instruction except in the elementary 
classes was given in English. 
Made Good Progress. 
W ithin vI.*re** months men who could 
spVak little or no English when they 
entered the battalion became suffl- 
rieritly proficient in military English 
to fulfill the ordinary 
functions 
of 
soldiers both in organization and on 
separate missions. 
In addition prac­ 
tically all of the recruits proved their 
spirit of Americanism 
by 
becoming 
citizens. 
The recruits upon being accepted 
for the new center will he classified 
according to their knowledge of Eng­ 
lish and assigned to battalions accord­ 
ingly. 
A school of instruction of tile 
Illiterate and non-Engllsh-epeaklng re­ 
cruit* 
is 
being 
established. 
The 
course of instruction will be normally 
four months, or six months in excep­ 
tional cases. 
The men will be classed 
In groups of 15 to 20 and will be grad­ 
ed according to the progress shown. 
A board of examiners will examine 
the recruit* for classification and pre­ 
pare suitable tests to determine the 
rate of progress especially of slow- 
leaming men and the reasons for their 
backwardness. 
When 
the 
recruits 
have developed sufficiently for assign­ 
ment Major Ferris will report them 
to the adjutant general of the army 
for dlsiM>sition.

W ILHELM WAILS 
FR O M HORAC E M d LASSON 


From tho ex-K aiser to his faithful 
henchm an, Phillip Scheidmann, the 
■cx-compositor an<i leader of the tame 
S ocialists, leading Germans denounce 
th e peace terms in unmeasured phra­ 
ses. 
That is what the ex-Kaiser had 
to say when they were shown him at 
A m erongen: — 
“The terms are monstrous. 
My 
heart aches when I think of what my 
poor people are called upon to bear. 
Strong of mind and will as the Ger­ 
man people are, they cannot be ex­ 
pected to bear this crushing burden 
w hich is being imposed on them by 
men who have sworn to destroy the 
German nation. 
They have not read 
aright the history of the German peo­ 
ple if they think they can succeed in 
their diabolical aims. 
It is not tm 
m e to advise my people how to aet, 
but it they find they cannot resist 
th e superior forces of their toes, the 
determination to avenge their wrong­ 
doings will give them the strength to 
bear the burden of today in the hop* 
o f what they can achieve tomorrow 
by 
restoring 
the 
fatherland 
ic a 
greater glory. 
“ As for the clauses relating to my 
self, I have nothing to say to them. 
I am helpless and at the mercy of 
the people who have given me bos 
vitality. 
If the Dutch government 
and 
the 
people 
decide 
to 
hand 
m e over to my foes, I cannot resist, 
but I do not fear anything. 
I haw 
an answer to any charges that the 
malignity 
of my 
foes 
may I runic 
against me, and if it be God s will 
that I should fall a martyr to malig 
nity, I can console myself with the 
reflection that I shall not be tin- first 
to ha\e suffered in that way and suf­ 
fered innocently'. 
“ My' conscience is clear regarding 
the events leading up to the war and 
during it. 
I acted as the instru­ 
ment of the will of the German peo­ 
ple, and they who would indict me 
are indicting a nation, a thing that 
the British have always d* dared to 
be an impossibility. 
I can lace the 
future with an easy mind. 
Scheidmann was at first reluctant 
to say anything, bul subsequently he 
made this 
statement: 
“The terms 
are harder than I expected, haidei 
by far than the German people can 
bear, and if insisted on in their pres­ 
ent form, 
the German people 
will 
seek escape from them in revolution. 
The Entente Powers have everything 
to gain by having a united Germany 
to guarantee fulfillment of reason­ 
able terms. 
In proportion as the' terms are un­ 
reasonable there is the dangei of the 
revolutionary elements gaining some 
strength, and if revolution succeeds 
in Germany it will not leave other 
countries untouched. 
It will o\er- 
flow into France, and even across to 
Britian. 
There will b*- a more terri­ 
ble invasions of France and Belgium, 
for the flood tides of anarchy will Ii* 
loosened- 
and 
once they are 
re­ 
leased, who shall control them again'. 
Germany 
has the will 
to reject 
these terms but slit hats rot at tile 
moment the force to back up lim re­ 
jection. 
The ultimate decision does 
not rest with me. 
I have lo consult 
the people and th* representatives of 
the people, to whom • am .alone an­ 
swerable. 
lf they will that I siun, 
then I must sign; 
but I say 
any 
peace agreed to now, when Germany 
lies helpless at the feet of fu r foes, 
will be an illusory peace 
the breath­ 
ing space between the present and a 
greater war. 
“Germany may accept 
the terms 
imposed because she has been dis­ 
arm ed by a trick by men who odored 
her peace on the' basis ot President 
W ilson’s points, and then interpreted 
those p o in ts in a fashion 
that can 
never have 
been intended 
by the 
American 
people or the man 
who 
framed the points. 
The terms are crushing, and mean 
ruin for Germany for many gener­ 
ations, and they will leave a legacy 
of bate that will bear fruit in other 
and more terrible wars. 
The En­ 
tente people may think they can wall 
Germany in a narrow space 
All I 
can say to that Is- God help those 
who have to man the walls when the 
German people decide the time has 
arrived 
to rise 
against those 
who 
think Germany can be oppressed and 
squeezed into unnatural proportions. 
The Allied powers have requested us 
to pay a crushing tax for th*' cost of 
the war, but they have at the same 
time 
robbed 
us of the 
means 
by 
which we could apply our labor and 
our brains 
to the earning 
of the 
money necessary to pay that appall­ 
ing hill.” 
Hindenburg was his old fire-eating 
self when asked for his views on the 
terms. “They are monstrous, and no 
self-respecting 
German 
can 
sign 
them,” be said. 
At least, not with 
out pardonable reservations 
in his 
mind,” was his cautious 
qualifica­ 
tion. 
“ My own view at that the 
people of Germany should refuse to 
sign such terras, that they should arm 
the whole of our people, and deter­ 
m ine to go down fighting, 
if they 
m ust go down. 
“Our statesm en may sign the terms 
hut they will sign with pardonable 


Antwerp, Belgium, May 2 4, 1919. 
Dear 
Sister:-—I 
anil* in anothe 
country now and it is altogether dif­ 
ferent from France. 
It seems that 
the people have more of American 
customs, which is caused by being 
in such close communication with 
England. 
We sure had a fine trip. 
We were 
five days and nights on the train, 
stayed one night in Brussels, which 
was just long enough for us to get 
our curiosity aroused, and I was on 
the move every night that 
I was 
there. 
We are doing guard dut} 
here in Antwerp now. 
I think this 
is the most lively 
and busiest city ; 
that I have been in, Paris not except­ 
ed. 
Antwerp ranks higher on a so- ! 
chal scale, and all pails lie off from 
the water fronts ar*1 just scrupoush 
clean and neat and this town is not j 
inst a village either, having a pop­ 
ulation of one million at present. 
There are just ninety piers or dock- j 
jug,.and I can stand in the window 
and see ships come into ports from j 
all over the world, from England to i 
China, and of course there is no use j 
of telling you how interesting it is 
to watch them come in and go out. 
We have about seven or eight docks 
to guard, with just as many large 
warehouses. 
We are just on eight 
hours out of forty-eight and have the 
other forty at our disposal to go any- i 
where we pleas**, just so we ate on 
hand for duty when our time comes. 
So you see our freedom is most un- 
limited, but of course this being a 
seaport and a large city, it gives a j 
good 
deal 
of responsibility 
on a 
guard along the small hours of the 
night, for heme, like any other sea­ 
port where all nations of the world 
are represented, there is the custo- j 
mary number of thieves and crooks, 
and the lower class of the river tolk 
will go neatly to any extreme to get 
off with even one case ol chocolate 
candy and it sounds absurd but they 
run the risk cl loosing their job lot 
one package of cigarettes.
